*$   REPORT  OF  THE  SPRING  MEETING  t* 

The  spring  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  hosted  by  Vivian  Rosenberg  at  Northeastern 
University  on  Saturday,  April  26th.   The  excellent  program  on  bibliographic  instruction 
which  Brenda  Goldman  had  prepared  for  us  was  very  well  attended,  with  approximately  40 
people  registered.

After  enjoying  coffee  and  donuts  courtesy  of  Northeastern' s  Dodge  Library,  the  day's 
events  commenced  with  a  talk  by  Dee  Baily  on  the  bibliographic  instruction  (BI)  program 
than  she  is  involved  with  at  Brooklyn  College.   This  program  has  evolved  from  a  single 
library  research  skills  session  into  an  integral  component  of  a  required  course  in  research 
skills  and  methods  for  music  history  majors.   The  course  itself  and  its  development  are 
described  by  Walther  Gerboth  and  Judith  Tick  in  an  article  in  College  Music  Symposium, 
vol.  19,  no.  2,  Fall  1979,  and  according  to  Dee  it  was  Walter  Gerboth  who  was  largely 
responsible  for  incorporating  bibliographic  instruction  within  the  regular  academic 
framework.   Important  elements  of  the  instructional  process  which  Dee  emphasized  were 
a  hands-on  approach,  reinforcement  of  skills  through  exercises  and  application,  and 
presence  of  the  instructor  to  stimulate  and  reinforce  class  interest. 

Next  Dorothy  Bognar  described  the  course  for  music  graduate  students  which  she 
teaches  at  the  University  of  Connecticut.   Dorothy's  talk  particularly  emphasized  some 
of  the  problems  and  pitfalls  that  can  at  times  confront  the  academic  librarian  in  his 
ambiguous  "neither  fish  nor  fowl"  position  within  the  academic  institutional  framework, 
and  demonstrated  that  the  instructional  function  of  the  librarian  can  be  undervalued  and 
even  hampered  by  library  administrators  as  well  as  faculty.   This  provided  an  interesting 
backdrop  to  the  following  presentation  by  Joan  Stockard  of  Wellesley  College,  whose  talk 
"Starting  Up  and  Going  On"  highlighted  among  other  things  the  need  to  develop  adequate 
levels  of  support  among  both  administrators  and  faculty  for  a  successful  BI  program.   Other 
important  components  of  the  BI  process  which  she  stressed  were  careful  planning  and 
evaluation  of  needs  and  resources,  good  graphic  presentations,  and  a  variety  of  methods  and 
formats  from  self-instruction  to  tutorial  or  class-related  sessions  tailored  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  particular  audience  you  are  trying  to  reach. 
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After  a  pleasant  buffet  luncheon  and  a  tour  of  Northeastern' s  music  library  and 
Learning  Resources  Center  the  afternoon  session  resumed  with  a  brief  business  meeting, 
followed  by  talks  by  Michael  Ochs  and  Susan  Sommer.   At  the  business  meeting  Phil  reported 
on  MLA  at  San  Antonio  and  introduced  the  Continuing  Education  Committee  chaired  by 
Stephen  Yusko  (Please  see  last  page  of  this  newsletter  for  a  question  to  the  membership 
concerning  possible  AACR2  workshop  planning  by  this  committee  for  the  fall) .   Dorothy 
Bognar  introduced  the  membership  brochure  which  her  Publications  Committee  designed  and 
which  Phil  had  attractively  printed  at  Connecticut  College — a  fine  job  done  by  all!  While 
the  membership  was  thus  occupied  the  Secretary  had  time  to  count  the  ballots  for  the 
spring  election,  the  first  mail  balloting  in  Chapter  history  following  revision  of  the 
By-laws,  and  the  results  were  announced:   Geraldine  Ostrove  was  elected  as  new  Vice-Chair/ 
Chair-Elect  and  Kathleen  Brown  was  elected  as  Member-At -Large  for  a  two  year  term.   Phil 
then  turned  the  reins  over  to  new  Chapter  Chairperson  Brenda  Goldman.   Brenda  asked  whether 
there  were  any  interest  in  the  Chapter  in  forming  a  bibliographic  instruction  committee; 
the  informal  sense  of  those  present  seemed  to  indicate  that  there  is,  but  no  formal  action 
was  taken.   Members  who  would  be  interested  in  serving  on  such  a  committee  or  who  have 
suggestions  or  ideas  should  get  in  touch  with  Brenda.   A  letter  from  Ann  Basart  who  heads 
the  BI  subcommittee  of  MLA's  SIGIRPS  (see  infra)  was  read  concerning  interest  within  the 
chapters  in  conducting  a  BI  survey.   It  was  agreed  by  a  2/3  vote  not  to  undertake  such  a 
survey  independently  but  to  cooperate  with  the  national  organization  should  they  undertake 
one. 

Susan  Sommer  spoke  to  us  next  about  the  program  in  music  librarianship  at  Columbia 
University,  where  musicological  bibliography  is  not  stressed  because  it  is  taught  at 
other  schools.   At  present  two  courses  are  given,  the  one  most  related  to  the  topic  of 
BI  being  that  on  Literature  of  the  Performing  Arts.   Suki's  thoughts  on  bibliographic 
instruction  and  the  emphasis  of  her  course  are  conditioned  by  the  experience  of  the 
librarian  in  the  large  urban  public  library,  so  different  from  that  of  the  academic 
librarian  whose  concerns  had  occcupied  us  earlier  in  the  day.   In  the  public  library 
patron  turnover  is  constant  and  the  opportunity  for  systematic  bibliographic  instruction 
is  nil.   Users  who  are  not  helped  the  first  time  may  never  come  back  for  a  second  chance; 
so,  her  literature  course  is  a  real  bibliography  course  whose  aim  is  to  know  as  many 
reference  sources  as  possible  from  the  inside  out,  a  true  memorization  course  covering  as 
many  as  25  books  a  week!   At  the  same  time,  library  users  who  are  students  or  researchers 
elsewhere  mustn't  be  spoonfed  or  they  will  perennially  trap  you  into  service.   From  the 
public  librarian's  point  of  view,  the  best  bibliographic  instruction  is  that  which  the 
user  receives  in  his  college  or  academic  environment,  before  he  becomes  a  regular  public 
research  library  user. 

Michael  Ochs  then  took  the  stage  to  discuss  the  course  in  music  bibligraphy  that  he 
gives  to  graduate  students  at  Harvard;  which,  unlike  Suki's  library  science  course, 
involves  no  memorization  whatever.  Michael  discussed  the  tension  between  systematic 
bibliography  and  courses  which  emphasize  exercises  and  application,  suggesting  that  there 
may  be  a  tendency  within  teaching  departments  to  move  from  one  approach  to  the  other  in 
cycles.   The  Harvard  course  is  of  the  systematic  type  intended  to  complement  the  development 
of  research  skills,  to  give  students  a  methodology  for  and  practice  in  retrieving 
information. 

The  afternoon  concluded  delightfully  with  a  duo  improvisation  by  Michael  and  Suki 
illustrating  with  appropriate  hilarity  the  impossibility  of  conveying  to  anyone  outside 
the  library  profession  what  "bibliographic  instruction"  is,  much  less  of  stimulating  an 
awareness  of  the  need  within  the  user  himself. 

The  meeting  ended  with  the  traditional  and  convivial  sherry  hour  hosted  by  Carl  Fischer 
of  Boston.   We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  involved  in  arranging  the  meeting, 
Vivian  Rosenberg  of  Northeastern  and  Brenda  Goldman  our  program  chair  cum  Chairperson,  for 
a  truly  enjoyable  and  well-planned  day's  events.

This  was  a  topic  of  interest  at  the  MLA  meeting  in  San  Antonio  as  well:   specifically, 
it  has  been  made  the  subject  of  a  subdivision  of  that  organization's  newly-established 
Special  Interest  Group  in  Reference  and  Public  Services  (SIGIRPS) .   The  subgroup,  which  is 
headed  by  Ann  Basart  (UC-Berkeley) ,  intends  as  one  of  its  activities  to  establish  a 
clearinghouse  for  bibliographic  and  library  instruction  materials.   Other  related  items 
mentioned  at  the  SIGIRPS  meeting:   the  forthcoming  publication  of  a  workbook  on  music 
bibliographic  instruction  by  John  Druesedow  (Pierian  Press) ;   a  manual  on  music  library 
use  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin/Parkside;   and  an  in-service  training  manual  from 
Temple  University.

The  NELINET  Music  Users  Group  has  met  twice  since  last  reported  in  this  newsletter: 
once  on  January  11th  at  Worcester  State  College,  and  again  on  March  18th  at  NELINET 
headquarters  in  Newton.   In  line  with  the  group's  expanded  program  schedule,  the  January 
meeting  was  largely  devoted  to  a  session  on  machine  implications  of  AACR2  led  by  Kitty 
Skrobela,  and  the  March  meeting  focused  on  detailed  reports  of  the  National  Music  OCLC 
Users  Group  meeting  which  had  taken  place  in  San  Antonio  several  weeks  earlier.   Feeling 
a  need  to  define  its  goals  and  focus  its  activities  even  more,  the  group  then  appointed 
a  steering  committee  composed  of  Chair  Mary  Davidson,  Philip  Youngholm,  Dena  Janson,  Joe 
Scott  and  Ivy  Anderson  which  then  met  with  NELINET  representative  Fae  Hamilton  on  May 
22nd  at  Wellesley  College.

*  AACR2  IMPLEMENTATION  PLANNING  * 


(The  following  report  was  submitted  by  Kathy  Strand,  Bibliographic  Technician  at 
the  Boston  University  music  library  and  a  student  at  Simmons  College  School  of  Library 
and  Information  Science.) 

At  Boston  University's  Mugar  Memorial  Library,  the  Music  Library  was  allowed  to 
send  a  representative  to  the  main  library's  Card  Catalog  Committee,  which  evaluated 
the  options  for  AACR2  accommodation.   It  is  safe  to  assume  that  special  needs  of  music 
in  AACR2  implementation  would  not  have  been  as  fully  analyzed  had  there  not  been  a 
music  representative  on  this  committee.   Being  this  representative,  I  was  charged  to 
compile  a  special  report  about  AACR2  and  the  music  catalog.   This  report  has  been 
completed  and  is  available  for  those  of  you  who  are  interested. 

The  report  emphasizes  that  the  most  important  factor  involved  with  AACR2  and  the 
music  catalog  is  the  frequency  of  situations  that  will  require  special  attention.   For 
example,  the  impact  of  the  change  from  Fanna  to  Ryom  numbers  is  carefully  detailed  to 
demonstrate  how  card  correction  is  really  the  only  alternative  when  considering  filing 
accuracy  and  user  service.   Music  catalogers  and  librarians  know  the  difficulties 
presented  in  such  situations,  but  it  is  necessary  to  alert  non-music  staff  of  the 
consequences  of  all  options  in  AACR2  implementation  as  they  apply  to  music. 

Part  of  the  report  is  a  Music  Catalog  Use  Study  which  was  conducted  to  provide  an 
overview  of  how  well  users  can  search  the  music  catalog  with  linking  references  and 
interfiling.   Also  included  is  a  summary  of  AACR2's  impact  on  the  music  catalog,  in 
which  approximate  counts  of  catalog  cards  affected  by  rule  changes  are  given.   For 
instance  the  count  of  cards  affected  by  the  Fanna  to  Ryom  change  is  300  (main  and 
personal  name  added  entries  only) .   These  counts  are  included  because  of  the  belief 
that  numbers  speak  louder  that  words. 

Although  the  report  details  the  situation  at  BU,  it  may  be  useful  for  other  music 
libraries,  especially  those  without  representation  on  AACR2  committees.   The  report 
is  part  of  the  general  report  compiled  by  the  Card  Catalog  Committee.   At  this  time 
only  the  special  report  for  music  is  available,  but  the  full  report  should  be  ready  by 
the  end  of  June.
